A r r a n g e ­

On T u e s d a y nig ht following, 
Dr. Ruskin pointed out to h er on th e 
street ca r a man who. he «aid, had 
promised *o do th e deed, sayin g th at 
It would be done that night.

Davis, a clerk in a local hank, and a 
m e m b e r of a pr.unlnent family, as th e 
m a r referred to by Dr. Ruskin. 
Davis was placed on th e stand and 
ptaterl that he a t te m p te d to commit 
suicide on th e night In question bv 
takine 
dru g s furnis hed 
him by 
Dr. 
Ruskin. but denied that be promised 
to kill th e doctor or that he had a n y ­ 
thing to do with th e l a t t e r ’s death. 
H e sahl the d r u g s tak en m a d e him 
sick 
and 
he 
vomited, 
th u s 
savin g 
his life. 
He g av e no special reason 
for wishing to end his life except that 
he had no desire to live. 
H e said he 
had m a d e previous attem pts at su i­ 
cide.

Ruskin had been talking of commit­ 
ting suicide, but that he wished to 
disguise the act so as to protect his 
life insurance for th# benefit of his 
family. 
After much importunity he 
induced her to promise to kill him 
end then take her own life. 
Arrange­ 
ments to this end were made for Fri­ 
day night, Aug. 28, but her nerve 
failed. 
On Tuesday night following, 
Dr. Ruskin pointed out to her on the 
street car a man who, he said, had 
promised to do the deed, saying that 
it would be done that night.

Davis, a clerk in a local bank, and a 
member of a prominent family, as tho 
mar referred to by Dr. Ruskin. 
Davis was placed on the stand and 
stated that he attempted to commit 
suicide on the night in question by 
taking drugs furnished him by Dr. 
Ruskin, but denied that he promised 
to kill the doctor or that he had any­ 
thing to do with the latter’s death. 
He said the drugs taken made him 
sick and 
he vomited, thus saving 
his life. 
He gave no special reason 
for wishing to end his life except that 
Be had no desire to live.

Omaha has the first steel balloon 
house ever erected. It was built by the 
United States government in order that 
balloon experiments may be carried on 
extensively at Fort Omaha, which It 
strictly a signal station. 
This monster building is going tt 
cost the government $50,000. 
It wai 
erected 
by a Minneapolis company 
It Ls entirely of steel. 
Not an atoo 
of wood is lu the building. 
Eve 
the window casings are of steel. T hen 
are nearly 300 tons of steel In thit 
monster balloon house, which ls 20G 
feet long, DO feet wide and 75 feet 
high. Every steel work er and euglneei 
In the country followed the erection ol 
the building with much interest, aud 
the government is k eeping in close 
touch with the outcome of the experi­ 
ment. 
It is what is k nown as the “Church 
truss” building, having an angular to| 
with a circular lower chord. From the 
spring line of the lower ehord to the 
ridge of tin* truss is twenty -seven feet. 
One of the special features of the bal 
loon house is the size of the doors 
There ls hut one entrance, facing the 
north. The doors to the entrance are 
mammoth affairs, being seventy -five 
feet high and weighing fourteen tons. 
Yet so delicately balanced are they 
that one man can move them, say i 
the Omaha World Herald. 
They are 
to lie opened and shut by means ol 
a lever, whh li can be operated by one 
hand. 
These doors follow the truss 
slides In shape. 
The building was begun April 22 
The steel was brought to the fort in 
section**. held tog ether by 1 1,(XX) steel 
rivets. 
The skeleton of the building ls 
covered 
with sheets of corrug a ted Iron, 
which h a v e a new mode of fastening. 
T h e usual 
method is tha t of purlin 
naiL. but the Oma ha building Is put 
tog ether l>\ m ea ns of 120.000 Norway 
Iron rivets. 
The method of construction mak es It 
practicatly impossible for the building 
to be torn loose. 
Even the window 
cases are of -dixd, and the entire af­ 
fair is fireproof. 
There is a eontinu 
ous anchorage from the concrete piers, 
which go seven feet below grade, tc 
the spring line of the lower chord of 
the roof trusses. These anchorages are 
fourteen feet apart on either side of 
the building. 
The rear of the building 
la anchored similarly . 
On either side of the front ls a high 
tower which carries a door. 
These 
towers are eighty -one feet high

total weight of the building ls 325 
tons.

W ar 
D epartm ent’s 
Experimental 
Building at Fort Omaha—Great P re ­ 
cautions T aken to Safely Anchor the 
Structure. 


Omaha has the first steel balloon 
house ever erected. It was built by the 
United States government in order that 
balloon experim ents may be carried on 
txtenslvely a t Fort Omaha, which ll 
strictly a signal station. 
This monster building is going to 
cost the government $50 ,0 0 0 . 
It wa* 
erected by a Minneapolis company 
It Is entirely of steel. 
Not an atoll 
of wood is in the building. 
Eve 
the window' casings are of steel. Then 
are nearly 3 0 0 tons of steel in this 
monster balloon house, which is 206 
feet long, 9 0 feet wide and 7 5 feet 
high. Every steel w'orker and englneei I 
in the country followed the erection ol j 
the building with much interest, and 
the government is keeping in close 
touch with the outcome of the expert-! 
ment. 
It Is what is known as the "‘Church 
truss” building, having an angular to| 
with a circular low'er chord. From the | 
spring line of the lower chord to the 
ridge of the truss is tw enty-seven fe e t j 
One of the special features of the bal 
loon house is the size of the doors 
There is but one entrance, facing the | 
north. The doors to the entrance are 
mammoth affairs, being seventy-five 
feet high and weighing fourteen tons. 
Yet so delicately balanced are they 
that one man can move them, say! 
the Omaha World-Hero id. 
They are 
to lie opened and shut by means ol 
I a lever, which can be operated by one 
hand. 
These doors follow' the truss

The building was ‘ begun April 22 
The steel was brought to the fort in 
sections, held together by 14,000 steel 
rivets. The skeleton of the building is 
covered with sheets of corrugated Iron. 
which hit vc a new mode of fastening, 
i The usual method Is that of purlin 
nails, but the Omaha building Is put 
together by means of 120.000 Norway 
j Iron rivets. 
The method of construction makes It 
practically impossible for the building 
to be torn loose. 
Even the window

fair is ti reproof. 
There is a eontinu 
ous anchorage from the concrete piers, 
which go seven feet below grade, tc 
the spring line of the lower chord of 
the roof trusses. These anchorages are 
fourteen feet apart on either side of 
the building.
